Mr. Louis K. Harlow, noted for his 
paintings and etchings, and for many 
vears a well-known resident of Waban, 
died on Wednesday night at the home 
of his son, Mr. Arthur B. Harlow, on 
Kent road.

Tozour, Tunlsln. March B, 1?13. 
Editor Newton Ornphlc: — 

I left Kfttrouan at eight in I he even- 
ing being exceedingly fortunate in hav- 
ing ns a travelling companion a gent- 
leman who Uns lived many years in 
Tunis and speaks Arabic like a native. 
Of course there is no such thing as a 
sleeping-car In this part of Africa, so 
we got such sleep as we might on the 
compartment of the Continental rail- 
way coach to which wc were assigned 
and as the compartment was filled, it 
proved not the most comfortable trip 
Imaginable; shortly bofdre daylight we 
stopped at a small station In a bleak 
atony desert and were able to get a 
breakfast of coffee and broad. After 
an hour wc resumed our Journey, 
which lay through a rough country, 
pratioally uninhabited, until in the 
mid-forenoon, after I bad been won- 
dering how we w'ere ever to break 
through the chain of mountains to the 
south of us — we suddenly entered a 
long tunnel and emerged into the great 
'Torffe of the Seldja; this river has 
w’orn Its w'ay through the sandstone 
formation making a canyon which 
must be a thousand feet deep in places 
and winding a tortuous way through 
the mountains, forming for six or sev- 
en miles a pass which the railroad 
avails itself of in the main, although 
occasionally tunneling through some 
great opposing cliff: on each side of 
the gorge the shapes into which the 
red sandstone cliffs have been cut are 
fantastic and In places magnlflcent: 
then we suddenly burst through Into 
the desert plain on the further side of 
which is metlaoui. Although all this is 
desert country, there is some herbage 
to be found along the now dry river 
bed of the Seldja and on the way to 
Metlaoui we saw hundreds of Bedouin 
tents and many camels and goats, 
which had been driven up from the 
sand desert below where there Is no 
green thing. On our return we spent 
an hour or two at Metlaoui, so I will 
describe it briefly. It has many ot the 
characteristics of our new mining 
towns for it is only a few years old. 
■This is the heart of the great phos- 
phate region, the comparatively recent 
discovery and exploitation of which is 
having such a tremendous influence on 
this part of Africa. For nearly a hun- 
dred miles these mountains are Ailed 
with phosphate rock which is blast- 
ed out — spread on the hot plains to dry 
and partially broken by ploughing up 
the beds many times; all the railroads 
— some three hundred miles — are own- 
ed by the great phosphate company and 
they all lead to Sfax. from which port 
was shipped last year about one mil- 
lion tons of phosphate and the profits 
of the company are said to have been 
five million dollars. At any rate all 
passenger traflic down here is sub- 
sidiary to the freighting of phosphate 
and the one little passenger coach is 
attached to the tail end of a long train 
of empty or loaded dump cars. In this 
way we proceeded over the new line of 
railway, about forty miles to the oasis 
of Tozeur; we go thru a real enough 
desert this time; the Djerid, to which 
we are coming, is a sort of peninsula 
lying between the great Chotts. On the 
map of the Saraha these "Chotts" are 
pictured as lakes and shown as the 
largest bodies of water In all the des- 
ert. Maybe at some time in the year 
they are lakes but now there is no 
water and they have the appearance 
of a dried up sea covered with a 
glistening crust of salt sand: this crust 
is thick enough to bear the weight of 
men and camels, but if you do break 
through there oozes up a muddy brine, 
which is under it all. In the Djerid 
are four beautiful oases with a million 
palm trees and the date crop is about 
fifteen thousand tons. Here ore grown 
the Degla dates, the finest known. The 
Arab test of a perfect date is that 
when it is ripe the pulp shall pull 
from the stone and leave It clinging to 
the stem. Tills can only be done with 
these honey colored— almost transpar- 
ent dates and only a small per cent of 
tlie crop here is of that variety. 

1 only visited the largest of the four 
oases, althougli we could sec two ot 
the others, Kl Hanimu and El Oudiaiie 
from the train. Nefta almost as large 
us Tozeur is fifteen miles away. We 
arrived at the R. H. Station of Tozeur i 
in a blazing hot mid-day. It is a | 
quarter of a mile from the town In a! 
plain of burning sand : no carriage, but 
sinewy Arabs shouldered our luggage 
and preceded us to the hotel. Tire 
railroad was opened only three weeks 
ago and is still an object of tremendous 
: interest to the Arabs, who flock to the 
stailon by hundreds to see a train ar- 
I rive or depart: even the Bedouins come 
In with their women, from their camps 
far out on the desert ; tliey stand poised 
and alert, ready to break and run if tlie 
lierrlble iron tiorse should move in 
' ihelr direction. The Grand Hotel Belle- 
1 vue, the only one In Tozour is not as 
lini|)osiiie as the name mlglit indicate. 


It is a one story building of burned 
mud brick. Inillt around a small square 
open court: there are only nine sleep- 
ing rooms, no sitting room, so that you 
must write your letters or smoke your 
after dinner cigar in the open court- 
yard and as some partial screen from 
the sun has been provided as well as 
a few growing palms and blossoming 
things, it Is not so bad. There were 
any number of birds about the size of 
an English sparrow flying about the 
courtyard, even In and out of the 
rooms: a bird with a beautiful blue 
neck and upper breast and with a very 
sweet song. They seemed absolutely 
without four, l inquired about them 
and was told that they were peculiar lo 
the desert oases and that their Arabic 
name meant "friends of the House." 
There are ten thousand Arabs in 
Tozeur — nil living in one storied hous- 
es built of mud brick and flustered on 
the edge of — not In — the oasis. The bet- 
ter houses are built of burned brick 
with the front faces laid In curious geo- 
metric designs, a style peculiar to the 
oasis and having some pretension to 
beauty, but the poorest houses are 
largely of sun dried mud — "adobe" — 
and the heavy rains of the wet season 
wash and melt them until they are but 
little more than unsightly piles of mud : 
and ns you wander through labyrinth- 
ine streets lined with such houses, only 
one door and never a window on the 
street, you w’onder If they can really 
be the homes of human beings. And yet 
this oasis has been thickly populated 
and always of some importance, even 
since the days of Augustus and per- 
haps even long before. 

The principal mosque had up to re* 
cent years a minaret of considerable 
height, but these mud bricks, the only 
material available arc not any too 
good a building material and after 
many years this minaret developed so 
alarming a list to starboard that the 
authorities ordered a large part re- 
moved ; the remaining tower is perhaps 
eighty feet in height and la the best 
place, in fact the only place unless you 
climb a date palm from which to gel 
an idea of the size of the town and ex- 
tent of the oasis. I shall never forget 
it, for It was from this minaret that I 
heard the most wonderful and impres- 
sive call to prayer that I have ever 
heard. It was the last call — the call 
to evening prayer, about half past nine 
o'clock. I had been sitting just outside 
the hotel watching the wonderfully 
brilliant stars In the blue black velvet 
of the night sky; even the camels and 
the donkeys and the children had be 
come still, when out of the space above 
came that wonderful voice— "There is 
no God but Allah and Mohammed Is his 
prophet," dear, liquid, resonant the 
long plaintive cry repeated from each 
corner of the minaret and then the si- 
lence of the desert night. 

The oasis is five or six miles in 
length and perhaps two In breadth- 
crossed and recroBsed by winding 
paths and everywhere little rivers of 
pure clear water anywhere from two 
feet to two yards wide and so arranged 
that every date palm In the oasis may 
get its full share, for that is the im- 
perative condition of the date palm; its 
head must be in the sun and Its feet in 
the water, And there are plenty of 
people about— women scouring wool 
and men washing clothes in the clear 
water Diid swarms of children every- 
where. Just now is the time of that cur- 
ious and interesting operation which 
the Arabs call "marrying the palms." I 
had never thought of the dale palm as 
having sex. but It is true that while the 
great number of the trees are f male 
and fruit bearers — there are occusiona) 
males. 

.The bearing trees are just now blos- 
soming; the great yellow frond of 
blossom, some two feet lone and grow- 
ing upright from the top of the trunk is 
just bursting from tlie encasing sheath 
of green loaves. The date growers 
have found that it is u precarious mat- 
ter to depend on the real natural fer- 
tilization of the birds, bees and other 
insects that might carry the pollen to 
the openiriB flower, so the great 
branchiTig blossoms of the male tree 
thickly coated with the yellow pollen 
dust arc cut Into small sprays of the 
size of u child’s hand — put Into a large 
loose bag — this bug is slung over the 
shoulder of the quick and lithe Arab, 
wlio with wonderful agility and the 
lielp of his almost prehensile toes 
will climb the trunk of a seventy fool 
palm almost as quickly as you or I 
could walk up a flight of steps. He 
carries with lilm u peculiar knife, 
sometlilng like a short sickle and when 
he roaches tlie lop of the tree he first 
cuts uwuy any leaves tiiat arc likely 
to Intorfnro with the growth and ripen- 
ing of that great fruit cluster, large 
enougti to till a busticl basket, whlcti 
will 111 a few muuilis lie glistening at 
the too of the tree. Tlien be carefully 
slits down the eiudosing sbeaili of the 
l)JosHom, opens tlie great flower and 


from his bag takes a pollen covered 
spray and carries it with his hand Into 
(he very heart of the blossom: then he 
closes and with some easily broken 
vegetable fiber ties together the top of 
the blossom and this holds in the pol- 
len until thorough fertilization has 
been accomplished and the springing 
young dates burst the slight bonds and 
the sun and air and water shall be 
free to work the miracle of perfect 
fruitage. As these Arabs work in the 
tops of the palms tliey sing in thst 
strange weird minor of only five or six 
notes.. 1 was curious to know what 
were the songs they sung and so asked 
the young Arab who was by my aide. 
"They are words about beautiful 
women” he answered "and they sing 
them out of their heads." 

This Is Tozeur of the rippling waters 
and the singing Arabs and the sweet 
cry of the Muezzin In the minaret: but 
there is another side to the picture, 
the heat and the flies! They fairly 
rove me out of Tozeur and up to 
Gafsa sixty or seventy miles north; an 
oasis which it seems to me must be 
the most beautiful oasis in all the 
world! It Is not as large as Tozeur. 
but altogether different. It had never 
occurred to me that an oasis could be 
anything more than a more or less 
large patch of palms of some wind with ' 
wells of water, and desert all about. 

Gafsa Is a great and splendid garden ; 
not only a hundred thousand date 
palms, but hundreds of thousands of 
apricots and figs, peaches, pomegran- 
ates, apples, pears, quinces, almonds 
and here and there lemons and oranges 
and underneath them carefully kept 
gardens of every vegetable you can 
think of. Even the date palms are diff- 
erent. Here they grow In clumps or 
clusters. I counted one splendid 
bunch of eleven. Many of the fruit 
trees are still in full blossom and the 
air is heavy with the scent of orange 
and cherry and peach. 

Gafsa, too was once Roman and here 
are still in use the old Roman baths, 
both hot and cold and I amused myself 
for a long time In watching naked 
little Arab boys diving from the high , 
walls into the peculiarly clear water. [ 
after sous which I threw for them. 
There is one fine mosque here much 
like and almost as old as the grand 
mosque at Kairouan, It is almost on 
the edge of the oasis and from the top 
of its beautiful minaret one gets a 
view hard to equal: to the north and 
east the old Arab town with its glisten- 
ing domes of zaioula and maraboubj 
as white as confections in sugar frost- 
ing — to the south and west, almost as 
far as you can see, the riotous green 
of the oasis with the splendid deep 
freshness of the countless great apri- 
cots dominating ail, and far beyond the 
whiteness of the desert.

The Young Feople’n Room 

While the whole community Is re- 
joicing over the enlargement and im- 
provement of the Newton Free Library, 
the children seem to have derived an 
appreciable share of the boneflts there- 
from. Out of their crowded and In- 
convenient quarters the young people 
have been advanced to the large room 
down stairs, formerly used by the 
newspaper and magazine readers. Here 
there is ample space, good ventilation 
and splendid light. The fiction, non- 
fletion and reference books are advan- 
tageously placed so that the children 
or parents may easily do their own 
selecting if they choose. 

There is no age-limit for the bor- 
rowers from the Young People’s Room. 
All grades ranging from the kinder- 
garten to the third year in high 
school are in constant attendance. For 
the boys, since tliey have no play- 
ground or any neutral place of recrea- 
tion, tlie library lias become a rendez- 
vous. It was In this connection that 
about fifteen of Newton’s “real boys" 
banded together and formed the Song- 
aii Library Club. This club meets 
regularly at the library; but its ac- 
tivities go outside beyond the bounds 
of things literary into things athletic 
and tilings social. 

During the month of April the li- 
brary lias been thrown open on Sun- 
day afternoons, and the Young Peo- 
ple's Room has been filled almost to 
overflowing. The Immediate attraction 
has been the "Story Hour.” For one 
hour, old and young liave been enter- 
tained in the Tvccture Hall by the tell- 
ing of stories.

F. North, President of the Trinity Club. 
Newton Centre, and C. 8. LuHweiler of 
the Newton Highlands Men’s League. 
All these speakers expressed their con- 
fidence in the value of a Men’s Club 
for the First Church. An Interesting 
fact brought out was that there are 215 
members In the Newton Highlands 
Men’s League. 

The pastor of the First Church, Rev. 
E. M. Noyes, and a number of members 
of the congregation expressed their in- 
terest In the proposed organization and 
their desire to sustain it.

NEWTON MAN^SELECTED 

Dr, CUs, F, Paliilir Appointed Deen of 
Tofts Medical School 

Dr. Charles F. Painter of Farlow 
road. Newton, was appolnled this week 
to be dean of the Tufts College Merti- 
eaJ and Denial Schools. 

Dr. Painter was born at Grand 
Haven. Mich., In 1869, received his AB 
from John Hopkins In 1891, his medical 
degree from Harvard Medical School 
In 1896, and was surgical house officer 
at the .MasHnehusetfs General Hospi- 
tal for 16 months, later house officer 
at the Children's Hospital, Huntington 
avenue. 

After his service at the Children’s 
Hospital he served a short time as as- 
slstent resident physician at the Mas- 
sachuseits General Hospital. While 
resident physician he also practiced 
medicine, specializing as an orthope- 
dic surgeon. 

Since Dr, Painter began his practice 
he has been very successful and is at 
the present time one of the foremost 
men in his branch in the country. Soon 
after he opened his office he became as- 
sociated with Dr. Joel E. Goldthe- 
waite, with .whom he has since prac- 
ticed. 

For some time Dr. Painter was an In- 
structor at Harvard Medical School, 
but later Joined the faculty of Tufts 
Medical School in the same capacity. 
He was later made assistant professor 
and then professor of orthopedics. 

Dr. Painter Is visiting orthopedic 
surgeon to Carney Hospital and the 
House of the Good Samaritan.

COMPTROLLER ELECTION VOlO 

Aldermen Elect New Otiicial Before Mayor 
Approves Order

Al the meeting of the board of al- 
dermen Monday evening the most Im- 
portant business transacted was the 
acceptance of the aci of the I>;gl8lature 
creating the office of comptroller of 
accouniB and the election, subsequently 
deemed Illegal of .Mr. John Daholl of, 
Waltham to fill that Important office. I 
The act was accepted after a long re- 
cess. during which the members of the 
board conferred together, and .Mr. 
Daboll received 16 voles, with 2 cast 
by Aldermen Cox and .Murphy for ex- 
alderman William J. Doherty, and 1 
vole cast by .Alderman Cabot for Mr. 
George W. Auryansen. The ordinances 
were perfected to provide for the new 
official. An attempt was also made to 
fix the salary of the comptroller at 
$3000 per year, but was blocked by a 
charter objection from Alderman Mur- 
phy. Since the meeting of the board 
the city solicitor has given an opinion 
that the order accepting the act of the 
Legislature also requires the approval 
of the mayor, and no election was legal 
until the mayor had either signed or 
vetoed the acceptance of the act. 

President Dlakemore was In the 
chair and Aldermen Hatch and Pratt 
were the only members absent. 

.Vo one appeared at the hearings on 
poles for the Edison Co. on Highland 
avenue and for conduits in L^ke ave- 
nue. or on the proposed widening of 
California street at Bridge street. 

A hearing was held on petition of the 
Telephone Company for poles on Bow- 
en street. ' 

Mr. Curtis Abbott stated that the 
pole location desired was for the pur- . 
pose of supplying one of bis houses. 
He believed the pole would do no harm 
but that various ways could be used to 
reach the property without the erec- 
tion of any additional poles. 

Mr. Edward C. Wyatt. .Mr. Walter T. 
Kelley and Mr. Lester B. Hunter ap- 
peared In favor of orders for laying 
out and acceptance of Upland road and 
also for a drain and sewer in said 
street. A communication from Lillian 
B. Roweli was read by the clerk ob- 
jecting to laying out of street as plan- 
ned. claiming that said street would 
encroach on her property from 18 to 
23 feet, reducing the area by 1590 feet 
Alderman Rice stated that in addition 
to the objection from Mrs. Rowell he 
had received a similar one from Mrs. 
Elizabeth A. Tenney. Mr. Edward C. 
Wyatt stated that he believed the land 
of* Mrs. Tenney was beyond the por- 
tion proposed to be laid out. Aider- 
man Blanchard stated that the matter 
had been under consideration for some 
time and that If the street was not laid 
out and accepted three parties who i 
proposed to build there would doubt- 
less give up their plans and the city 
would then be the loser. 

.Mr. Anthony G. Sullivan appeared at 
hearing on granting of junk license to 
John J. .Mlskella. 130 Bridge streeL 

Mr. Sullivan stated that he appear- 
ed on behalf of his brothers and sis- 
ters who were the owners of the es- 
tate directly opposite the property of 
Mr Miskella to protest against the 
granting of this license, claiming that 
without exception. Mr. Miskella had 
the most untidy shop he knew of. He 
said that they had been to consider- 
able expense in improving their own 
property and that the valuation was 
kept down low partly on account of the 
condition of the properly of this junk 
dealer. Mr. Sullivan stated that he 
had complained to the Board of Health 
at various times relative to these con- 
ditions. but that they did not seem to 
Improve. He had no personal griev- 
ance against the petitioner, but that 
he opposed the license from a real es- 


! talc standpoint. Tie hrlleved that 
I Ward 2 had more than Its share of li- 
censes of this character, there being 
]fi in an area less than a square mlla. 

Mr. Miskella appeared In favor of hla 
license stating that he had a family to 
support, that it was his livelihood and 
he was doing his best. He also said 
that he could prove that .Mr. Sullivan 
had personal grievances against him. 

Alderman Blanchard stated that he 
had visited The various Junk shops In 
the city. In company with the Chief of 
Police and that conditions as a whole 
were fairly satisfactory. He stated 
that he had talked with the petitioner 
and that Mr. Miskella was willing to 
do anything suggested to fix up his 
premises. At present Alderman 
Blanchard said that there was no ordi- 
nance governing these shops and that 
holding up the license would not pre- 
vent Mr. Miskella from keeping the 
junk there. He said, however, that the 
City Solicitor was preparing an ordi- 
nance governing the Junk shops. 

Alderman Early stated that in his 
experience on the Board of Assessors 
he found that while the city was re- 
ceiving 110 for a license, it was losing 
hundreds in taxes on account of the 
low valuation of property in the neigh- 
borhood of these junk shops. He be- 
lieved the board should now start to 
reduce the number of these licenses. 

Alderman Murphy agreed that the 
number of junk licenses should be re- 
duced. but in this case was of the 
opinion that the board had not suffi- 
cient reasons to refuse the same. He 
stated that Mr. Miskella was a man of 
good character and had always lived 
in Newton. 

Mr. Sullivan stated that it was not 
his purpose to try to have this man’s 
livelihood taken away, and that he be- 
lieved Che board should at least defer 
the granting of the license until his 
premises were cleaned. 

Mr. T. S. Sullivan believed the board 
should withhold the license and see If 
Mr. Miskella was really sincere in his 
promise to clean his premises. It was 
his opinion that a good part of the 
stuff gathered by Mr. Miskella was of 
no use to anyone. 

The license was then granted by a 
rising vote. 12 in favor, 5 opposed. 

Alderman Jones moved the granting 
of the petition of H. Butters for a li- 
quor transportation permit. He said 
that Mr. Butters had a large express 
business In Newton, a large part of 
which he would lose unless he receiv- 
ed a permit to transport liquors. 

Alderman Cox believed the board 
should not act too hastily in regard to 
the granting of these transportation 
permits, that hearings should be given 
before the committee on each one. and 
that they should be advertised. He 
believed the board should reduce Che 
number of tbe transportation permits, 
and that at present Newton was very 
well supplied in this regard, and there 
was no danger of a drought.

LARGE INCREASE WANTED 

School Appropriation Hearing $400000 

Tho school committee has presented 
its budget for 1914 to tho aldermen. 
The committee estimates Us expenses 
at $377,233, an Increase of $24,600 over 
the appropriation for the present year. 
On account of an Increase In receipts, 
of which $21,000 comes from the state, 
the committee asks for an appropria- 
tion of $346,433 or $3800 more than 
1913 figures. The committee on schools 
of the aldermen has considered the 
matter and has mode the following 
report: — 

ihe Committee on Schools recom- 
I mends for the consideration of the 
Aldermen the sum of $346,433.00 as the 
amount to be appropriated for the 
School Budget for 1914. 

Tho committee says: — Your Commit- 
tee understands that a copy of the 
Estimated School Budget has been 
sent to each member of the Board. It 
is noticed that 'apparently the School 
Board asks for $26,630.00 more than 
was asked for the current year, and It 
is natural that the question should be 
asked. "Why this increase?” In an- 
swer to this question we think It not 
out of place to state: 

1. Eight thousand dollars of 
this increase la due to 
provisions for taking over 
the Independent Industri- 
al School at Nonantum, 
heretofore supported by 

Mr. Frank A. Day $8,000.00 

2. $3000 to $5000 more is 
due to the Increased ex- 
pense of conducting a 
part of the Technical High 
School meeting the con- 
ditions that the Stale im- 
poses for reimbursement. 

We will call It 4,000.00 

3. The additional expense of 

conducting the Evening 
School will be, making no 
allow'ance for increased 
attendance over the cur- 
rent year 2,000.00 

4. Additional cost of con- 
veyance 104.00 

6. Janitors and Engineers — 
caused by eight hour law 

mainly BOO.OO 

6. Supplies; Books, Inci- 
dentals. etc 5,000,00 

, 7. Normal increase in at- 
tendance based upon ac- 
tual cost per pupil for 
1912. 2 per cent to 144 at 
$47.76 6,877.00 


In this manner we have accounted for | 
the apparent increase. As you have | 
seen In the School Budget, the income' 
from the State and other sources 
amounts to $30,800.00. Deducting this 
from the estimated expense, we have 
as 'the total sum required, $346,433.00, 
to be raised by taxation; and which Is 
only $3800 more than the sum called 
for and granted for 1913. 

Your committee has been favored 
with an advance copy of the School 
Superintendent's report for 1912, and 
has studied It with as much care as has 
been possible In the limited time it 
has had. We hope to give It furtWer 
and more careful study, and we hope 
each member of the Board will do the 
same before a vote on this appropria- 
tion is taken. At this time it is the 
unanimous opinion of the Committee 
that the sum asked (or should be 
granted. Your Committee would fur- 
ther suggest that a formal invitation 
be sent to the School Board and to Dr. 
Spaulding to attend the meeting of the 
Board of Aldermen when this appro- 
priation is to be voted upon, presum- 
ably May 6th.

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EDITORIAL 


One of the moBl Interesting features 
about the election of Mr. Daboll to the 
important olTlce of comptroller of ac- 
counts last Monday evening, was the 
fact that politics was not considered 
In his selection, and It was a great 
Burprise to many Of the aldermen to 
learn later that he^^vBF a Democrat In 
politics. It Is also interesting to note 
that If the members of the board of 
•idermen desired to play the political 
game for all It was worth. It would 
have been good Judgment to have given 
the office to ex-alderman William J. 
Doherty, who will undoubtedly be the 
Democratic candidate for mayor next 
fall, and thus eliminate him as a fac- 
tor In the coming election. The board, 
however, absohitely failed to appreci- 
ate the political side of the matter, and 
thereby added new laurels to the fact 
that the city government Is run for 
business and not for politics. 


Newton won a close game from the 
Somerville H. S. team last Monday af- 
ternoon on Claflln Field, 6 to 4.

COMPTROLLER FLECTION TOID 

(Contlnuod from page 1) 

With Alderman Jones In the chair, 
Alderman Blakomoro staled that he 
had heard considerable discussion as 
to why the board made a distinction 
between the sixth class liquor llcensos 
and the transportation permits. Per- 
sonally he was very much in favor of 
cutting down the number of those per- 
mits. especially those doing the largest 
business. ' He stated that Alderman 
Cox was not present at the last meet- 
ing of the committee, and therefore he 
was not surprised at his present senti- 
ment. a sentiment which he had held 
until the night of the last committee 
meeting. He stated that these sates 
of liquor are all made outside of the 
city, and that the board has no evi- 
dence against any of these expressmen, 
that they are doing a legal business 
and that there has been no complaints 
acalnst any of them. He stated that 
it W’as not the business of the board to 
say how much liquor the citizens of 
Newton should drink. That Is not 
withiti Its province, but it is within its 
province to say how much liquor shall 
be sold In the city of Newton, that au- 
thority being given In the statutes. 
The difference between the sale In 
Boston and In Newton Is very clear. 
The two cannot be placed on the same 
basis. I have been over this matter 
and although not much of a mathema- 
tician, I find the amount of brandy, 
whiskey, gin and rum brought In by 
expressmen is almost exactly the 
amount the druggists sold. The soft 
urinks, ale and beer, which they do 
bring in go mostly to the Italian fami- 
lies who use this as we use tea and 
coffee. I have conferred with the 
judge of the police court relative to 
this matter and his report was very 
favorable, as there Is very little trou- 
ble from the Italians, because they are 
law-abiding citizens. The refusing of 
these licenses would not stop the li- 
quor from being brought in. as it 
would be brought in by w’hoIcBalers, 
and not subject to police supervision 
as under these transportation permits. 
The wivolesalers would come Into the 
city absolutely without a limit at all. 
and they w’ould bring in this liquor in- 
discriminately. Those with whom I 
have talked and found opposed to the 
granting of the expressmens’ licenses 
are those who appear to be In favor of 
the druggists' licenses. 

In response to question of Alderman 
Forknall, Alderman Blakemore stated 
that he w’as In favor of granting the 
permit In question, as Mr. Butters was 
doing a legitimate express business, 
and had been for a number of years. 

On the question of granting the per- 
mit. 14 In favor, Aldermen Cox, Fork- 
nall and Sullivan opposed.

The one hundred and thirty-sixth 
session of the South Middlesex Con- 
ference was held Wednesday at the 
('banning Unitarian (Church, Newton 
and there waa an attendance of about 
300. 

It was an all-day session and open- 
ed at 10.30 with a devotional service, 
led by Rev. Harold L, Pickett of East 
I^'xlngion, which waa followed hy a 
business session and the annual elec- 
tion of officers with reports of officers 
and committees. 

The officers elected were John G. 
Brackett of Arlington, president; Rev. 
John M. Wilson of I.«xlngton. vice- 
president; Rev. Otto E. Duerr of Mel- 
rose. secretary, to take the place of 
Rev. Mr. Lutz, the retiring secretary, 
who held the office for five years; and 
Mr. Charles W. Stone of Watertown, 
treasurer. Mrs. George Kuhn, clerk, 
of Cambridge, and Rev. Joseph P. Mc- 
Carthy of Waltham were also elected 
to the board of directors. 

The opening address was given by 
Dr. Samuel M, Crothers. of Cambridge, 
who spoke briefly on Unitarian w'ork 
in the northwest and the groat field for 
Unitarian work In Western Canada. An 
address by Rev. Frederic Gill of Ar- 
lington followed; Mr. Gill spoke on "A 
Gospel of the Spirit.” and said that 
Faith is a conviction, or group of con- 
victions, by which we live, which be- 
comes a gospel, when through any 
channel it Is made an inspiration to 
other people. Henry M. Williams. Ebq., 
of Cambridge, treasurer of the Ameri- 
can Unitarian Association, spoke on 
"A l.,es8on from the Flood.” which was 
one of the illustrations of practical 
fellow‘6hip. 

At the noon session luncheon was 
served at 12.30. by a committee of la- 
dles of the church, under the chair- 
manship of Miss Jessie M. Fisher.

The afternoon session opened at 2

Mrs. Root spoke of the work of the 
Social Service Council, which Is try- 
ing to stimulate and aid the present or- 
ganization in social service work. Rev. 
Florence Buck was unable to attend, 
and her place was filled by Prof. Ed- 
win D. Starbuck. His subject was 
"The Child at Worship,” and he spoke 
of how. by prolonging human infancy 
we get into the habit of learning and 
adjusting life to the complicated 
world, and then on to facts beyond our 
knowledge, and arrive at the conclu- 
sion that the end of life is growth, the 
joy of conquering, and love, the great- 
est thing in the world. 

Rev. Julian C. Jaynes of West New- 
ton, delivered the closing address on 
"The Cheapening of Religion.” and 
spoke of religion as the highest senti- 
ment of the soul, and whatever cheap- 
ens It to make it popular, affects mor- 
als; let the church be sociological as 
it may be at the circumference, but 
religious, at the centre; "Better fall 
facing the right way. than to flourish 
at the cost of its own soul.” All of the 
addresses were intensely interesting 
and inspiring and there was a univer- 
sal feeling that the day had been a 
most successful one.

Tunlfl, Africa. March 31. IftlS. 
I'dttor Newton tirnphio:-- 

What would Dlilo. daughter of the 
king of Tyre have thought, If from hor 
palace on the hill of Ryraa she had 
Been coming from the ancient Thunes, 
a broom stick train scurrying across 
the nine miles of sandy plain and stag- 
nant lagoon that lay between. In thirty 
minutes' time! Thunes — the Tunis of 
today, was old when I>ldo made her 
famous bargain with those bold and 
canny navigators from Tyre and Sldon 
who had long before come down acroas 
the Tyrannaean Sea and seized on all 
this northeastern corner of Africa. 
When Dido came with her retinue she 
proposed that they sell (o her land 
enough for herself and her people: but 
these men of Tyre did not really want 
her to stay and yet they could hardly 
refuse the daughter of their former 
king — so they agreed that she might 
purchase as much land as an oxhide 
would cover; that was their polite way 
of turning her down. But she must 
have found the progenitor of the skil- 
ful artisan that I saw stripping a 
sheepskin Into Incredibly fine threads, 
in one of the Tunis souks today, for 
he stripped the oxhide into strings so 
thin that she was able with them to en- 
circle all the Byrsa hill. And today 
you step on an electric train almost 
at the very door of your hotel In Tu- 
nis, and land at the foot of the hill 
that Dido bought twenty-seven hun- 
dred years ago. 

Your first Impression is one of sur- 
prise that so great a city could have 
BO utterly disappeared. Can this be ; 
Carthage, ot her greatest the mistress 
of the world? 

Where are the “palaces and piles 
stupendous" of which the very ruins 
should be "tremendous.’* You see 
three hills tying in the white sunshine. 
On the Byrsa hill Cardinal Levlgerle 
built his cathedral and near tt is the 
monastery and school of the order ot 
the White Fathers which he founded, 
but to the eastward the hills of Venus i 
and of Neptune are bare. You look 
for the circular harbor of Carthage, 
large enough to shelter the galleons of 
the world and with the Island in the 
middle w*here Hannibal lived. That 
muddy lagoon that wouldn't today float 
a ferry boat, is all there Is: for the 
sea In twenty centuries has made great 
Inroads, and the silt and sand have 
filled the basin and blotted out the an- 
cient land marks. And yet the histo- 
rians tell us that on these hills and 
in the great plains to the north and 
west were flve hundred thousand 
homes. It seems incredible that so 
rich an archeological field should not 
have been explored until very recent 
years. — I think not at all until after 
the French occupation — And yet while 
so little has been done the wonderful 
marbles, bronzes and mosaics In the 
Bardo museum at Tunis attest the rich- 
ness of the field. The White Fathers 
have also a museum containing the 
marvellous results of their own explor- 
ations. This museum has been ar- 
ranged almost entirely by a good old 
priest. Father Delattre. of great knowl- 
edge and attainments. I remember see- 
ing him when I was here two years ago. 

I saw very little evidence of present 
exploration; they say the money is not 
forthcoming to carry It on. And yet 
for miles square you cannot dig Into 
the earth without uncovering Phoeni- 
cian tombs, or Roman Villas! When 
the electric road was extended to Sldl 
Bou Said three or four years ago. a 
cutting was made through the hills 
and hardly a stone was thrown up that 
did not have the evidence of human 
hand work on it and some beautiful 
things were uncovered. Today you can 
w'alk along that railway and see In 
scores of places the lines of the pave- 
ments of old houses — and you can with 
your foot kick away the dirt and break 
out pieces of beautiful mosaic floors: 
and there Is no one to prevent you 
taking away as much as you like. 

But you would not be the first rob- 
ber of Carthage: for all these centur- 
ies the old city seems to have been a 
quarry for Tunis and all the smaller 
places for miles about. The Tunis of 
today Is very largely built of the 
stones of Carthage. Everywhere, in 
the mosques — the tombs, the walls of 
the streets — you will see the spoils: in 
the dirt and squalor of the poorest part 
of Tunis there will shine out at you 
a splendid carved capital of Carthage 
in Us glory. So this Is, I suppose, why 
so little of old Carthage is today stand- 
ing above ground. But what has been 
uncovered is interesting. 

You arc shown any number of Punic 
tombs and in the same opening per- 
haps Koniaii and early Christian 
graves. The Roman Theatre is pretty 
well uncovered and the scini-circular 
seats and parts of the stage building 
are in perfect enough shape so that 
within a few years several perform- 
ances of Greek drama or something of 
the kind have been given. 

There has also been unearthed a 


great basilira — or early Christian I 
church, about fwo hundred and tw-enty- 1 
five by one hundred and fifty feet In 
fllzo — where St. Cyprian, tho first Bish- 
op of Carthage used to preach; and 
very likely also St. Augustine, that fa- 
mous Carthaginian, who lived here un- 
til the Vandals under Oenscrlc over- 
threw Carthage In the early part of 
the fifth century. 

Yon will bo shown the great Amphi- 
theatre, In which thousands of early 
Christians were thrown to wild beasts. 
You probably remember the story of 
Perpetita and Pellcitas: It was here 
they were martyred. Not far away . Is 
A cross bearing an Inscription stating 
that here I’erpetua was buried. Long 
after this was erected her real tomb 
was discovered — several miles away to 
the north, and urlth enough remains 
and relics to establish Its auihentiolty 
beyond question, but the cross and Its 
misleading Inscription ore still allow- 
ed to stand. 

But of all the w'orks that the Carlha- 
7101008 left behind them to me the 
most wonderful is tho great system ot 
water storage reservoirs. I suppose 
their existence must have been known 
before, but It was only twenty-five 
years ago that Tunis determined to 
utilize them: there are seventeen great 
barrel-shaped vaults or cisterns, all 
running parallel— each a hundred feet 
long, twenty-five feet wide— and the 
waters in (hem thirty feet deep — pure, 
cool, delicious water, brought from the 
mountains of Zaguan fifty miles away. 
These great cisterns are In an under- 
ground building one and one-half acres 
In extent. The cost of reclaiming thit* 
old water supply was very little — and 
I am told by engineers that It would 
be hard to devise or build today a bet- 
ter system of water storage than Is 
this legacy from an age so remote as 
to be shrouded In mystery. My picture 
of Carthage Is sombre; but it did not 
BO seem to us. The day was glorious. 
White sunshine, a perfect sky — the 
hills clothed In green and dotted with 
sheep and goats. Flowers blooming 
riotously everywhere — and to the north 
and west fields of blossoming flax, 
making pale blue lakes. Then at a 
charming little white hotel on tl\e crest 
of the Byrsa we were served a most 
delicious meal. Prom our table by the 
window we could see the new houses — 
mostly for summer use — clustering 
around the old port that once was 
closed nightly by a great chain stretch- 
ed across: beyond the beautiful blue 
waters of the lake of Tunis, and to the 
northeast glistening on Its hill the 
white summer city of Sidi Bou Said, 
crowned by Its great light house tow- 
er. This is the exclusive and aristo- 
cratic resort of wealthy Arabs from 
Tunis. Up to within a few years no i 
Christian was ever permitted to sleep 
within Its walls. But today the cupid- 
ity of land owners prompts the sale 
of building lots to Jew, Christian or 
Pagan. Then In the late afternoon the 
electric train back to Tunis along the 
sandy stretches of the lagoon. We 
craned our necks and strained our eyes 
for the flocks of pink flamingos that 
may sometimes he seen. But all we 
could see were the black ships loading 
Iron ore at La Qoletta: this has be- 
come an Important port for the ship- 
ping oC the rich ore of which there 
seems on inexhaustible supply in the 
mountains a hundred miles inland. 

And so back to Tuplji — the great 
cafes on the broad avenue Just now fill- 
ing up with gaily dressed people — and 
the hundreds of outdoors tables on the 
broad side walks all occupied for it is 
the hour when the Frenchman sips his 
absinthe or anisette ond listens to the 
gay music of the bands. 

Tunis has also a large and Influen- 
tial Italian contingent — music-loving, 
as always; they have their Theatre 
Rossini— and every other night grand 
opera splendldlv done by artists from 
Iai Seals at Milan and San Carlo at 
Vwnles. I^nst nlcht we saw Travlata 
with Lina Cavallerl and a fine support, 
particularly the tenor lover who sang 
maenlflreiitly; think of It. — the very 
best seats In the house, and unusually 
cemfortable. 70 cents each! 

Sixty veers ago there was burled 
here in Tunis an American who gave 
to the world what is probably the best 
known song In the English language, 
"Horae. Sweet Home." It Is a some- 
what pathetic fact that John Howard 
Payne should have died here In this 
strange land five thousand miles from 
his home. He was our vice consul here 
for ten years and died In his slxty-flrsi 
year. For three hundred years the* 
repreeenlatives of foreign countries 
were burled In this plot of ground now 
In (he heart of the poor .Tewlsli quar- 
ter. nnd you see here the grave of the 
English consul who secured the piece 
of land for a burial ground early in the 
sixteen hundreds. Some time ago a 
pretty little church of England was 
built here and the old cemetery be- 
came a church yard, beautiful with 
trees and flowers. 


Payne's monument Is In a prominent 
place, nnd In good repair: hia remains 
after lying hero 31 years were taken 
'IP nnd sent to America nnd are now 
burled In Washington, I noticed a 
rather obscure inscription running 
around tho base of tho monument 
W’hich seemed beautiful enough for 
transcription: hero It is 

"And when the gentle spirit fled" 

"To realms beyond the azure dome" 

"With outstretched nrms, God’s an- 
gels said" 

"Welcome to Heaven’s ’Home, Sweet 
Home.’ " 

In (he days that Payne lived the city 
though much smaller, must have been 
entirely Moslem and practically all 
Arab. Even today after all the Influx 
of new peoples, tho Arab Is tremend- 
ously on the majority. They are an In- 
teresting people to study wherever they 
are. Here the wealthy Arabs dress 
with great care in splendid raiment, 
but you never see an Arab, however 
poor, that does not carry himself with 
great dignity. They are simple, kindly 
nnd reverent: many a time I had no- 
ticed, In the smaller residential streets, 
some tall Arab stoop and pick from 
the pavement a scrap of paper and 
tuck It carefully Into a crevice in the 
wall. I asked why, and was told that no 
good Moslem ever stepped on a piece 
of paper that appeared to have written 
or printed words on It, lest he unwit- 
tingly profane the sacred name of Al- 
lah by crushing It beneath his feet. 

And now tho time has come to say 
good-bye to this country of curious con- 
tradictions, — of rivers without water, 
— forests without trees, — and cows that 
never give milk; and to this beautiful 
white city sunning Itself by its sap- 
phire and emerald sea.

WALTN 
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GOVERNOR VETOE S WATER BILL 

isapproves Act To Allow Additional Water 
From the Charles River Valley 


The action of Governor Fose In veto- 
i the bill to allow the city of New- 
II to take an additional three mlt- 
Rallons of water dally from the 
rles river valley, was a great sur^ 
e to those who know all the facta, 
the promptncBB and unanimity with 
ich the Senate by a vote of 28 to 0 
Bsed the bill over the veto. Bhows 
tat the upper branch thought of the 
nation. 

The facts are that Newton, which 
a already contributed 196,000 to the 
itropolltan water district, for which 
has received absolutely nothing In 
turn, prefers to obtain Its watet 
l)ply from the Charles River valley, 
itead of entering the Metropolitan 
iter supply and abandoning our ex- 
islve and expensive works In Need- 
m. Not only Is the water thus ob- 
ned far better than that from Wa- 
uaett lake, but we obtain it at an 
nual cost of approximately $20,000, 
d the lowest estimate of obtaining 
? same amount of water from the 
Itropolltan board would be about 
^OOO. It is understood that action 
the governor's veto by the House 
11 not be taken until next week. 

The governor’s reasons for vetoing 
^ bill are as follows. — 

In respect to the metropolitan water 
stem, there are now several towns, 
tably Dedham, Brookline, . Newton, 
mbrldge, and Waltham, which are 
talnlng from the Charles River 
itershed for their own uses a supply 
water independent of the metropol- 
n service. 

These pending bills. If approved, 
luld authorize the town of Brookline 
d the city of Newton to abstract 
im the Charles River watershed: 
ree million gallons of water a day 
addition to their present supply, 
lea of water exclusively from the ex- 
Me of the Charles River district, 
a cost considerably less than the 
It of the metropolitan service. 

H in the present instance Brookline 
d Newton were to obtain their sup- 
irs of water exclusively from the 
Itropolltan service, they would 
ntly pay toward the maintenance 
that service an assesment of about 
13,000 a year; and It Is estimated 
It at least $100,000 of this assess- 
mt would represent a net gain to the 
Qainder of the district, and would 
this extent relieve the assessment 
‘oughout the district, inasmuch as 
•ee communities are wealthy and the 
leesment which they would be call> 
upon to pay Is based In part upon 
? relative assessed values of the 
mmunities which participate In the 
itropolltan service. 

These bills, therefore, propose to 
int to the town of Brookline and 
* city of Newton special benefits 
ilch. however, the remainder of the 
itropolltan district must pay for 
’ough the failure of these communU 
e to participate equitably in the 
tropolltan assessment, 
can see no justlflcatlon whatever 
these proposed bills and others of 
iliar character, by which local com- 
loltles are authorized to draw for 
dr special benefit from the rivers 
ich are common to the whole met* 
lolitan district. 

t would seem as If whatever water 
)ply Is properly avallablo from the 
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Charles River should be utilized for 
the general benefit of the entire met- 
ropolitan section and not abstracted 
for the particular benefit of any one of 
the local communities. 

Again, the metropolitan district has 
constructed, at great expense, the so- 
called Charles River Marine Park or 
Basin, and It is becoming a serious 
engineering problem to obtain from 
the Charles River an adequate supply 
of water to maintain this marine res- 
ervation. 

At the present time Brookline and 
Newton possess legislative authority 
to abstract from the Charles River 
watershed five million gallons of water 
each per diem, without the payment of 
one cent of tribute for this special 
favor. In each Instance the average 
daily consumption of water abstracted 
from the Charles River region is in 
the neighborhood of two and a half 
million gallons and the bill now In 
question providing an additional dally 
supply of three million gallons, is re- 
quested only for the purpose of en- 
abling the Town of Brookline to main- 
tain Us daily supply of water through- 
out the summer months, when the 
daily consumption greatly exceeds the 
average of the year. 

However, In this Instance, as in the 
case of Newton, the extra require- 
ments of the summer months could be 
met Just as well by constructing ad- 
ditional local storage reservoirs, to be 
filled during the season of abundant 
flow and utilized through the drier 
tnonths of the summer. 

To avoid this perfectly local expen- 
diture. Brookline Is asking the Legis- 
lature to make it a further grant of 
water from the general water sources 
within the metropolitan district and 
thus enable' it to render itself still' 
more independent of the metropolitan 
water system. 

The actual quantity which Is now 
being drawn from the Charles River 
region Is nearly 12,000,000 gallons per 
day. - I. find by referring to the en- 
gineers’ reports that during certain 
dry seasons the remaining water in 
the Charles River, as measured over 
the dam at Waltham, may fall to 1.3 
million gallons per day. While this ab- 
straction of water may not be a 
serious matter under normal condi- 
tions and while In fact it is stated 
that It does not normally effect the 
water levels In the lower regions of 
the Charles River, there can be no 
question whatever that In a season of 
drought, when the abstraction of water 
reaches Us maximum, the Charles 
Piver bed is far too largely uncovered, 
and that unwholesome conditions are 
engendered. In my Judgment this 
practice has now reached dangerous 
proportions. 

The condition of the Charles River 
above Waltham is very largely con- 
trolled by the Boston Manufacturing 
Company and Us subsidiary concerns, 
this corporation maintaining a dam at 
Waltham and being enabled at pres- 
ent, under an old mill act, to draw off 
the water from the upper portions of 
the river for power purposes and also 
to furnish a supply of water to the 
bleachery which it operates further 
down the stream.

Unluersallst Choir Gives Most Enlmrable 
Eiiteilalnment 

An aufiinnrp taxing tho Boating oa- 
paclly of Temple hall greeted the choir 
of the Univerflaliflt (Church at its con- 
cert last evening. The choir sang to- 
gether for the first time laat .Novem- 
ber. but by patient, painstaking work 
Ihc standard of the mufllc has been 
raised to the place where the regular 
I church music has come to be a most 
I delightful part of the services; the 
I choir has surely sung Itself Into pop- 
ularity, and In appreciation of their 
work last evening's concert waa ten- 
dered the choir by the Trustees of ihe 
church. Mr. J. V. Wescott represent- 
ed the Trustees in the management of 
the affair, and the great success at- 
tending it is very largely due to his 
untiring efforts. 

The choir had the assistance of 
Miss Beatrice Hacker, a reader of 
more than ordinary ability, of .Miss 
Nellie Ferguson in solo costume 
dances; Mr. Everett Lane Wescott. 
xylophone and trombone soloist, and 
.Mr. Albert Fisher, cornet soloist. 

Miss Hacker’s readings charmed 
the audience from the start — her In- 
terpretations were so true and artistic 
— we feel safe In saying that so de- 
lightful an artiste has not been seen 
in Newton for a long time and we hope 
she will soon return. Miss Nellie Fer- 
guson gave a delightful exhibition of 
tarplscorean art. She was sen here 
a few years ago when great things 
were predicted of her, which have been 
fully realized — for she is already the 
proud possessor of some thirty medals 
for fancy dancing. Probably there Is 
no xylophone soloist in New* England 
of the reputation of Mr. Ernest Lane 
Wescott. His services are in constant 
demand from Maine to New York 
and we consider ourselves remarkably 
fortunate to have heard him last night. 
His playing of the Mocking Bird Fan- 
tasy was a revelation of the posslbll- 
itiea of the instrument in the bands of 
an artist, and l\fr. Wescott. certainly 
is one. .Never have we heard the xyl- 
ophone played with such expression 
and muslcianly style as Mr. Wescott 
displayed In his perforamnee. As a 
trombone soloist he also gave much 
delight — his duet with Mr. Fisher be- 
ing one of the most delightful num- 
bers on the program. 

Mr. Albert Fisher appeared as a 
soloist for the first time in Newton. 
He is acknowledged to be without a 
peer as a concert soloist, and Justly 
so. Not since the days of Walter Em- 
erson’s greatest popularity have we 
heard the cornet played in such truly 
artistic manner. Few' men are able to 
produce auch a quality of tone, while 
Mr. Fisher’s technique la truly won- 
derful. As will be seen by the fol- 
lowing program he was heard twice 
once In a solo and once in a duet with 
Mr. Wescott. The choir opened the 
program with a delightful rendering 
of Wilson’s ‘’Carmena"— one of the 
roost popular and charming secular 
quartets of the day, accompanied by 
Miss Marshall, the organist, and sang 
as an encore, "My Shadow." a very 
dainty little number, unaccompanied. 
In short, every number on the pro- 
grame was a gem and was received 
with much enthusiasm. 

The concert was followed uy aanc- 
Ing until midnight, music being fur- 
nished by the Ist Corps Cadet Orches- 
tra .of Boston, consisting of Harry S. 
Daggett, pianist; Mr. John Fielding, 
violinist; Mr. Albert Fisher, comestist; 
and Mr. Everett L. Wescott. irombono 
and drums; and from the expressions 
of pleasure heard on all sides, it is 
safe to say that no finer dance music 
was ever heard in .Newton.

MAY BREAKFAST 


Social Service League Scores a Great Success 
Last Saturday 


Fully 3200 residents of this city 
were serveil at the breakfast given last 
Saturday morning in the six sectionB 
of the city, for the benefit of the So- 
cial Service league of the New ton Hoa- , 
pital Aid Association. The Idea of , 
giving the AII-.Newton May Break - 1 
fast was for the purpose of raising [ 
the necessary amount of 11500 to carry 
on the very charitable work alread} i 
started by the I>>ague. 

A much larger sum than the com- 
mittee had hoped for waa raised by this 
moans, many contributing during the 
course of the meal, while the tips which 
w'ere given to the attractive waitresses 
in all the churches, added consider- 
able to the treasury. The banner 
church proved to be the Eliot Congre- 
gational. where more than 800 were 
served, and besides the amount netted 
from the breakfast alone, the flower 
table and candy tables were cleared 
at the end of the affair. 

.At thia church, each table was pre- 
sided over by a hostess, who served 
the coffee, and the remainder of the 
breakfast, which was the same 
thioughout the city, consisting of 
fruit, cereals, eggs, beans, doughnuts, 
rolls, tea, coffee and milk, was set be- 
fore the people by a large corp of 
waitresses. While the people were 
eating their breakfast, those in charge 
of the flower and candy tablea were 
kept busy, with the result that $-11 
was collected from the flowers and 
mof" than $60 was collected by the 
candy girls. 

During the time which the break- 
fast was in progress at the First Uni- 
tarian Church. West Newton, nearly 
700 were served, and every available 
space was needed to accomodate the 
large throng. Bach table was decora- 
ted with a spray of apple blossoms, 
land the fair waitresses were all dress- 
ed alike in white. The special dish of 
griddle cakes, which were cooked al- 
most before the eyes of the waltlne 
customer w’ere in great demand, and 
this netted the league a little more 
than $40. The flower tables, which 
were attractively arranged before the 
affair was ushered in were bare at the 
end. and the candy table did a rush- 
ing business during the two hours. 

The parish house of the Church of 
the New Jerusalem was the scene of 
the breakfast for the residents of the 
Newtonville section, and here 450 were 
served. The special dishes were bacon 
and straw'berrles, and there was a 
great demand for both dishes. The 
flower table, which had an ideal loca- 
tion betw'een the two halls netted the 
treasury more than $40. 

Fully 500 W'ere served at Newton 
Centre Methodist Church, and at the 
Newton Highlands Congregational 
Church between 450 and 500 partook 
of the meal. The flower and candy 
tables at both places were very suc- 
cessful and the "tips’’ were generous. 
At Waban, the smaller territory, more 
than 250 were served, and the ‘‘tips’’ 
in this section to the young waitresses 
were also very generous. 

Besides the amount raised by the 
breakfast, a large sum was contributed 
from various sources, and the food 
used was all contributed, an energetic 
coinmiltee being at work on this linei 
for The past month.

Prominent Waban Resilient Dies In 
New York 

Mr. William C. Strong, for many 
yrare a rcsldont of Wniinu. died Wed- 
noaday at tlic homo of hfa aon, Dr. 
Ijtwronco W. Strong, in New York 
city, whore he haa been living for the 
pnat year. 

Mr. Strong waa born at Hardwick, 
Vt., Aug. 18. 1823. the aon of Klnathan 
S. and Jane (Chamberlain) Slrong. 

Me was educated at Dartmouth Col- 
lege and adopted the profeaaion of 
law. Ilia love for hortlcnlture was 
Btronger than hla taate for law and he 
Boon became well known as a horti- 
culturist. He was the author of 
works on "Fruit Culture" and "Cul- 
ture of the Grape." Mo was an ex- 
preeldent of the Maasnehusetts Horti- 
cultural Society and vIce-prcBldenl ot 
(he American Pomologlcal Society. 
Me served In the common council from 
Ward B in 1880. During the Civil War 
ho rendered active aervlce In the 
ChrlatAn Commiasion. 

Mr. Slrong removed to Waban and 
established himself on a large farm, 
when he waa a young man, and con- 
tinued in the nursery business, he was 
interested in the growth of the place 
as a village and was instrumental in 
having the railroad extended through 
•Waban to Riverside completing the 
Newton Circuit. What was once his 
farm is today one of the handsome 
residential sections of Newton. 

He was always an active member of 
the Newton Highlands Congregational 
chnrch of which he was a deacon, and 
was also much intcrcBtcd in the Union 
Church of Waban, which was started 
In his later years and to which be gave 
the land on which the church build- 
ing now stands and made possible the 
dedication of the Union church last 
year. 

Mr. Strong had planned to be in 
Waban Thursday at the Installation of 
Rev. Charles H. Cutler, D. D., as pas- 
tor of the Union Church, but was 
stricken with heart trouble which re- 
sulted in his sudden death on Wednes- 
day. Mr. Strong also gave llie land 
on which the Church of the Good 
Shepherd stands. 

In 1848 he married Margaret Breck, 
and they had one child, Mrs. M. 
Flint, now dead. In 1864 he mar- 
mled Miss Mary J. Davis, and they have 
had four children, of whom thrbe sur- 
vive, Miss Margaret L., Miss Isabel L. 
nr.-’ Dr. I..awrence W. Strong.

GOLF IN I He GlOUUS 


Last Bui Not the Least Inliresling Letter 
From Abroad 


Monte Carlo, April 7, 1913 
Editor Newton Graphic: 

After sending you four long letters 
from Tunisia, I had determined to 
forswear the pen for the rest of the 
trip, hut I really feel that f should be 
failing in my duty to my golfing 
friends in Newton if I did not tell 
them today's experiences: It nay 
Induce some of them to lake their 
clubs along when next they come to 
the Riviera. 

At any rate It may be worth some- 
thing to them to know that one can 
come to Monte Carlo for the golf; and 
It will no doubt be more profitable 
to follow the little ball on the links 
at Mt. Angel, than to watch the 
croupleres manipulate the little ball 
in the Casino. 

One thing must be admitted; when 
the “Society of the Sea Baths at 
Monte Carlo" as the company that 
controls the gambling is Innocently 
named, undertakes to do anything it 
is not done by halves. To be sure 
there is very little done in this toy 
principality except by the company. 

The management said “We will have 
golf,” and here Is golf, but it has cost 
more than two hundred thousand dol- 
lars to bring it about. It wasn’t an 
easy problem: there was no land be- 
tween the mountains and the sea that 
could possibly be thought of for a 
course, so nothing daunted they went 
up Into the sky! And they overcame 
the natural difficulties in getting there 
in a delightful way. Each morning at 
nine o’clock, and again half an hour 
later, a splendid high powered auto- 
mobile leaves from In front of the 
casino for the golf course. 

The fare for a golfer is two and a 
half francs — twice that if merely a 
visitor. You are swiftly whirled out 
of Monte Carlo and down the road to 
Mentone as far as Cap Martin: then 
a sharp turn and you are on the fam- 
ous Upper Colnlche road splendidly 
built by Napoleon and one of the 
great scenic roads of the world. This 
road is followed to I.A Turble, and 
you have then ascended more than 
a thousand feet, the view growing 
grander every moment. From La 
Turble you wind up over a fine new 
road and you must resist the tempta- 
tion to waste your adjectives on the 
wny as you’ll want them at the journ- 
ey’s end. In three quarters of an 
hour from the casino you are landed 
at the club house, and the magnificence 
of the situation bursts on you: to the 
northward a semi-circle of grand snow 
clad mountains walling such an am- 
phitheatre as I do not believe any 
other golf course in the world was 
ever laid out in. 

On the east and not more than a 
mile away towers the peak of Mt. 
Agel. surmounted by a great fortifi- 
cation and to the south and almost at 
your feet seemingly, the blue waters 
of the Mediterranean in which the 
beautiful toy city of Monte Carlo Is 
bathing Its feet and beside 11 the 
great castle crowned rock of Monaco 
is venturing out into deeper water: a 
little to the eastw’ard Cap Martin 
thrusts Its green clad arm toward 
Africa, and beyond you may see over 
the borders of Italy almost to the 
gulf of Genoa — for you are just one 
half mile up in the air when you step 
into the hospitable door of the club 
house: and this house is a perfect 
gem architecturally and beautifully 
appointed, with every convenience 
and luxury. 

The eighteen hole course Is a fairly 
stiff one — not as sporty as Brae Burn 
and the greens nothing like as good, 
but they are trying hard to get them 
Into shape, and considering that this 
is only the second season they have 
done surprisingly well. There are no 
very long holes, the longest just under 
four Itundrcd yards and the whole 
course only forty-five hundred: but 
you get plenty of exercise in getting 
to the teeing grounds: there are tees 
here that make the seventh and eighth 
at Brae Burn seem like u level prairie, 
but when you are on them you feel as 
if you stood on a shelf at the top of 
the world. • 

1 found that thirty-six holes, — 
twice around — made a pretty stiff 
day’s play for me. For a few minutes 
ill the afternoon a cloud rolled down 
Mt. Agel and swallowed up my caddy 
and me; then the wind from the south 
drove It back and the sun made it 
glorious. 

These French caddy boys could 
teach ours something : they are re- 
spectful, attentive and observant: they 
expect to make your tees and place 
your ball, and in playing several days 
both at Hyeres and here I never lost 
but one ball and that wasn’t the caddy's 
fault. 

At any time you like you are served 
a delicious dejeuner in the beautiful 
dining room at the club house, and 
here again the golfer gets the advan- 
tage, for he pays but five francs for it 
while the visitor has to pay eight and 
at four thirty, and also at five o'clock 
the car is waiting to take you back to 
Monte Carlo. Really the twenty miles 
of autoinobillng through that glorious 
scenery, for the sum of one dollar is 
as surprising as any part of the day’s 
experience.

EDITORIAL 


With nn Incrraao In the tnx rate of 
ll.fiO atarlng the city in the face, the 
rcqtieat of the school conimlttee for an 
Increase of over J2fi.000 in their esti- 
mates of expenses for 1914 ought to !>e 
Bcanned with the greatest care. Not- 
wHhstandinp the fact that on account 
of recent changes In the Technical 
High School course, the state is to re- 
imburse the city with $21,000. the 
school committee not only absorb that 
Bwm hut calmly ask for $3800 In addi- 
tion. If the school committee has Its 
way, over $377,000 will be appropriated 
for 1914 expenses, and ftitnre years 
mill undoubtedly see substantial addi- 
tions to that enormous sum. unless a 
radical change is made in our school 
system. With the constantly increas- 
ins volume of complaints in regard to 
the educational methods used in the 
Newton schools, as judged by the re- 
sults, It is a question whether or not 
iho city is receiving adequate return 
for the heavy burdens of its taxpayers, 
and m'hether a simplification of 
courses, such ns has been recently sug- 
gested by the superintendent of schools 
cf Boston, would not produce better 
results as m'ell as reduce the present 
high cost of education. 


The efforts to provide a playground 
in Wards 1 and 7 seem to be attended 
with dlfhculties which have not been 
experienced In other places. This is 
undoubtedly due to the thickly settled 
condition of the village and the fear 
that the gathering together of many 
children in one place will create a 
nuisance to the neighborhood. This 
is exactly the fact in ihe latest sug- 
gestion for a playground on Church 
street and the remonstrants have a 
remarkably good case, even from the 
standpoint of a friend of the play- 
ground. The lot in question is en- 
tirely too small for adequate use as a 
playground and the idea of caring for 
100 children here Is really laugh- 
able. The only suitable place for a 
children’s playground in this part of 
the city is a portion of Farlow Park, 
and notwithstanding the sentlmenlal 
objections raised and manufactured 
by those living In Its vicinity, it should 
be used for that purpose. Having 
yielded to the protests against Par- 
low Park, however, the city govern- 
ment, must In ail consistency and de- 
cency, take the same position on the 
proposed playground on Church street. 


tt seems rather against the common 
sense of the situation that the board 
of aldermen do not have the right of 
expressing its opinion on such matters 
as the day wages of city laborers, 
when the rate of such pay is a strong 
factor In the amount of appropriations 
to be made by vote of the board. 


UMIEK THE OILIIEH BO.ME 


The event of the week from the New- 
ton standpoint was the veto by the 
governor of the bill to enable the city 
to take more water from the Charles 
River valley, and the remarkable vote 
in passing that bill over the veto in 
the Senate by 28 to 0. Great credit 
is due the Newton representatives and 
Senator Hilton for passing the bill 
over the veto. Incidentally in this 
connection it might be noted tlmt 
Senator Hilton Is making a fine rec- 
ord this session in the Senate and 
fully Justifies the support which was 
given him in this city for the nomina- 
tion and election. 

It is also pertinent to say in this 
connection, and I know that tlie news 
will be received with great satisfac- 
tion thruout the city, that Representa- 
tives Botltfeld and Ellis will probably 
be willing to return next fall for a 
fifth term in the House. Representa- 
tive Wlilte is still undecided in this 
respect, but pressure is being brought 
to bear to induce him to stand again 
with his colleagues. The record 
wliici) tliese Newton representatives 
have made in tlie hiouse is u matter 
of pride of every .Newton citizen and 
they should be relumed just as long 
as they are willing to serve. 

The bill to limit and define munici- 
pal ituiebicdness and wliicli will Inci- 
deiilully, us I staled before, make a 
radical change in tlie methods of this 
city in making up its budget, has 
practically passed both brunclics. The 
bill is a beautiful example of what 
tlicurisls think they know of munici- 
pal inunagemetii. and I predict that af- 
ter one year of experience under It, 
radical changes will lie demanded. 

Representative Wtiite was one of too 
five members who voted against the 
constitutional amendment to allow a 
referendum to the voters of the en- 
tire state. All three of our represen- 
tatives voted to sustain the veto of 
the governor of tlie hill to favor Span- 
ish War Veterans in civil service ex- 
aminations. wliich was passed by the 
House, hut later rejected by the Seji- 
(ite. Messrs. Hotlifeid and White vot- 
ed against and Mr. Ellis was nut re- 
corded, on tlie bill favoring a coiistiiu- 
tionul amendment in regard to tlie ini- 
tiative and tile referendum. 

indications now point to prorogation 
early in June.

A GOOD SUGGESTION 

Teach Shlldreii To Respect Rights To 
Private Property 

Newtonvllle, Mass., May 17, 1913. 
Letter to the Graphic. 

I would like to suggest that before 
the schools close for Ihe summer va- 
cation, steps he taken to have the 
teachers of Newton (and Waltham) 
read to their classes Sections 99, 100 
and 101 of the Revised Statutes for 
the protection of fruit and flower 
growers. 

For years, children have gradually 
come to understand that they could 
pick flowers, trample flower beds, 
steal fruit and commit small depreda- 
tions generally on private property 
with Impunity. They have been taught 
so from the fact that judges have let 
them off, when complained of, or put 
them on a farcical probation, while 
the owner of the property, if he has 
laid hands on them in an effort to stop 
their destruction of his property, has 
been fined for assault, often to the 
extent of $25. Judges claim that one 
has no right to take the law into his 
own hands, even If waiting for the 
assistance of the police means the 
damaging or theft In a few minutes of 
what It has often taken months or 
years of care to raise. So trespassers 
come, help themselves with utter bra- 
vado, call you names to your face, 
throw stones and epithets, and leave 
your place shorn of some of Its most 
valued features. They break down 
your fences, and tree limbs, take your 
fruit often before it Is ripe, and give 
you a good modern imitation of the 
destruction wrought by Hun and Van- 
dal, The Lord pity those so unfortu- 
nate as to live at the end of electric 
car lines, for out from the city come 
foreign swarms of all ages, equipped 
with bag and basket, and devastate 
many a town whose sole police pro- 
tection is vested In a single constable. 
They cheerfully take everything they 
want In sight, and apparently feel that 
they are simply "spoiling the Egyp- 
tians." 

With the feeling that such lawless- 
ness had reached an Intolerable point, 
these bills were quietly put through 
the legislature, but there should be 
nothing quiet about their being 
brought to the knowledge of every 
school child. 

Of course, no Judge wants to send 
a boy who breaks a window or steals 
a little fruit to a prison of any kind, 
but there are plenty of precedents now 
for making the punishment fit the 
crime. Boys have been compelled to 
earn with their own hands the money 
to replace what the?* bad injured or 
taken, and boys who marked a build- 
ing have been compelled to thorough- 
ly clean off their inscriptions. With 
regard to flowers and fruit, one wishes 
that the trespasser might be compelled 
to start from the beginning in his res- 
toration. Let him buy the seed and 
cultivate the flowers of the kind he 
took, or let him buy the young tree, 
plant it, spray it, prune it. all through 
the years until it produces the apples 
or what not of the same kind he stole, 
and be would realize what it meant 
for the owner who went through all 
this to see the products of his labor 
going off In lawless hands. If these 
laws are properly enforced, this will 
no longer be possible, so if trespassers 
come, quietly slip away to your tele- 
phone, call up Newton West 30, and 
see If Chief Mitchell cannot reach your

On the order relative to the school 
appropriation for 1914, Alderman Be- 
mls offered an amendment reducing 
the sum recommended by the school 
committee by $4000, stating that this 
sum would figure the same as the nor- 
mal increase in the school population. 
The amendment was lost 8 to 9. An 
amendment offered by President 
Biakemore to reduce the amount by 
$2000 was also defeated by the same 
vote. On the main question Alderman 
Richardson called attention to the sci- 
entific manner In which the school 
budget had been framed by the super- 
intendent of schools and approved by 
the school committee. Alderman 
Jamieson said that boiled down the 
figures of the school committee would 
only increase the tax levy by $3800 
and he believed that if anything was 
cut down it would have to be made up 
later. President Biakemore said that 
in making up the school budget the Su- 
perintendent does not know or take 
into consideration the other needs of 
the city and declares that the city 
ought to spend even more than it does 
on education. While the schools he 
believed are dojng fine work, the needs 
of the city in other directions are ; 
pressing. The board would not, for 
one moment, think of taking the es- 
tiniates of other departments, with- 
out question. Alderman Jarvis fav- 
ored a cut of $4000. The order call- 
ing for $.377,233 was then adopted by 
a vote of 9 to 8.

Kepert of CorrcNpnndlng Secretary 

At Its first annual meeting the Fed- 
eration was a union of 21 clubs, — to- 
day, Its 2l8t annual meeting. It has an 
enrollment of 2 federations and 262 
clubs. During the year 1912-1913 one 
federation and 13 clubs have been ad- 
mitted to membership In the Federa- 
tion; namely, the Boston City Federa- 
tion, the Half Century Club of Boston, 
the Monday Club of Wareham, the 
Current Events Club of Springfield, the 
Plymouth Woman’s Club, the Ex-Re- 
gents Club (D. A. R.), of Boston, the 
Boston Parliamentary Law Club, the 
Quincy Women's Riverside Club, the 
Wollaston Woman’s Club, the Groton 
Woman’s Club, tho Social Science Club 
of Ware, the Parliamentary Law Club 
of Newton, the Holly Club of Wren- 
them, the Menorah Club of Lynn. The 
total membership is now 47,177, a gain 
of 13131 over last year. The Boston 
City Federation is a prominent factor 
in this increase. 

For use at the regular meetings, 
nearly 8000 tickets have been distri- 
buted among the clubs. In addition to 
these, about 7000 tickets were sent out 
for the meeting in the Interests of In- 
ternational Peace and Arbitration 
which was held in connection with the 
mld-wlnter meeting.

Public Health Department 

Early in the season the Public 
Health Department was called upon to 
hold two Conferences. One by invita- 
tion of the Cabot Club of Middleboro 
was held at the State Tuberculosis 
Sanatorium at I..akeviIIe and a second 
at Pepperell. 

A conference of the Health Chair- 
men of the Clubs was held In Decem- 
ber to consider the need of Open-air 
Schools and Sex Hygiene and to sug- 
gest lines of work. 

The Traveling Health Library has 
been in constant circulation during 
the past year and a half. The wisdom 
on tho part of the State Federation In 
forming this library Is demonstrated 
In the Interest which has been awak- 
ened and the efforts which are being 
made by the clubs toward better sani- 
tary conditions. The use of the li- 
brary Is sought largely by the small 
clubs where there are not any or very 
few health books in the Public Library 
of the town. The library contains 
forty-two books on both civic and 
health subjects, one hundred pamph- 
lets and thirty-five photographs of 
state tuberculosis sanatoria. 

Twenty-eight clubs report having 
given lectures ou health subjects. 
Many clubs report permanent work of 
maintaining visUing nurses or contrib- 
uting to hospitals or other health or- 
^anlxations.

He need not wnalc his time and ener- 
gies in enforcing an Inqiilaltorlnl and 
moBt doubtfully eonatltutional rider to 
the appropriation blit, which could 
never have become law In a straight- ; 
forward manner. The relations be- 1 
tween the postofficc and the newBpa-' 
pers In the matter of second class mail I 
have reached a crisis which will re- 1 
quire all the energies of the new Post- 1 
mastcr-Oeneral. i 

Those newspapers published In New ' 
York and elsewhere enjoying any con-j 
sldcrablc out-of-town circulation are 
in despair. They cannot get the pa- 
pers delivered in anything like rea- 
sonable time. Boston newspapers 
reach this office sometimes two days 
or more after they are published, and 
Philadelphia deliveries are nearly as 
bad. Many newspapers have abandon- 
ed hope of delivery through the usual 
channels, and have advised former 
subscribers to get their copies through 
the news agents, w’ho possess the 
sense and system the postoffice lacks. 

I Every important newspaper in New 
j York Is losing subscribers dally by 
reason of a postal service which would 
hardly be tolerated in the most back- 
ward country in Europe. 

And what is the reason for all this? 
It arises out of Mr. Hitchcock's fake 
surplus. That arrant piece of humbug 
was arrived at by holding back at 
least $9,000,000 rightfully belonging to 
the railroads, cutting down the al- 
ready overworked railway mail clerks 
in numbers by at least 30 per cent., 
reducing the number of letter carriers 
in the constantly growing large cities, 
and especially New York, where the 
bulk of the revenue is earned, and by 
enforcing the eight hours’ work in ten 
arrangement voted by Congress, which, 
with Its usual fatuity, omitted to make 
any provision for extra hands to make 
up for the reduced hours of labor. 

Everything, in fact, has been sacri- 
ficed to rural free delivery. Instituted 
to catch the farmer’s vote, and the 
new parcel post, which was also ex- 
pected to work wonders in the way ol 
retaining Mr. Hitchcock and his friends 
in pow’er. Without additional help, the 
letter carriers are required to handle 
the parcels, and also tojgive them the 
right of way over newspapers. The 
consequence is a condition which de- 
nies the out-of-town reader what he 
has paid for and has every right to 
demand — the delivery of bis newspa- 
per white its contents are still fresh. 

Little can be gained for the poor 
subscriber by complaints to the news- 
papers. which have protested again 
and again. But if every reader so in- 
convenienced will make a point of 
writing directly to his Congressman, 
some action may be hoped for, as our 
politically run public departments lis- 
ten to the politician where the private 
citizen la treated with contempt.

AMONG WOMEN 

On Wednesday morning. April 9. 
Prof. Thos. N. Carver of Harvard con- 
ohidod the oonrBe on SoclallBm with a 
lecture on. "Wliat Is the next thing lo 
do.” He considered firat what can be 
done by legislation and then by non- 
leptBlatton. Tliere Phould be a re-dls- 
frlbutlon of unearned wealth he said, 
and pointed out three forma of un- 
earned wealth, namely that arising 
from Increase In land values. Inherit- 
ed weaUh, and the \mdiie profits of 
monopoly. For the first, he advocated 
a apccinl form of taxation, for the sec- 
ond, a stricter Inheritance tax. In dls- 
cuBsing the undue profits of monopo- 
lies, he said that the solo economy of 
the trusts Is In its superior bargain- 
ing powers. In public service cor- 
porations the public fixes the price, 
and in the same way the people ought 
to fix the price In private commodities 
and thus prevent vast sums coming 
to the promoters. All these measures 
ought to be set in motion at once, is 
Prof. Carver’s opinion. 

More important than any of these 
measures is the redistribution of hu- 
man talent. Many occupations are 
overcrowded while others lack work- 
ers. He would have something done 
to steer men from the overcrowded 
occupations to those where there is 
more opportunity. The great fault In 
education has been that too much at- 
tention has been paid to the individu- 
|al and seeing what he can do, than to 
studying the world and finding out 
I what is needed and then training men 
^ and women for (he work that is need- 
led. This work is just as truly social 
: service work, as that which we call 
I by that name, but is in reality phllan- 
Uhropic. Vocational education and vo- 
cational guidance will come to the 
front in the near future and will help 
to bring about this needed re-dtstrl- 
butlon. A reversal of the educational 
I theory Is the first thing to be done. 

! ’Hien he would have people look to 
the use they make of their Incomes. 
:he would restrict immigration and 
I marriage in certain cases. He would 
' substitute literate immigrants for il- 
literate ones. Offer them enough in- 
ducement and they will come. Where 
we are paying the $1.25 a day, offer 
$1.50 or $2. It will slightly Increase 
the cost of living, but it will pay. 
Prof. Carver cited the Kansas "Blue 
Sky Law,” which allows no concern 
to offer stock for sale that has not 
been fully looked Into by the state in- 
spectors, and stated that such laws 
must be passed by all states. 

For what can be done without leg- 
islation he said that is a matter of 
preaching and teaching. The theme 
running through his whole talk was 
this. "He who does less well than he 
can does ill." Inculcate the principles 
contained in "Poor Richard’s Alman- 
ac.” Tfaere has been too much preach- 
ing of the gospel of self-pity. The 
churches are not doing their work as 
effectively as are other organizations. 
There are fifty- Sunday schools in Bos- 
ton energetically teaching this gospel 
of self-pity. 

The lecture was listened to with 
closest attention and at the close many 
questions were asked and the dlscus- 
sion lasted far beyond the usual time 
for closing.

Compare 
like with like. 

Man’s work Is concerned with af- 
fnlrB which arc akin to government, 
with commerce, with finance, with de- 
fense; a realm which Ilea outside the 
exporionce of most women. Woman 
is vitally concerned with matters In the 
home or akin to the home. To Imply 
that we need her vote in order to help 
our larger hous<i>keeplng bespeaks a 
misapprehension of what constitutes 
municipal housekeeping. As In the 
home the modier stands for ideals, so 
in the state woman stands for the cre- 
ation of public opinion which the voter 
embodies In law. 

It is no answer to say that the men 
have faded. If they are doing so poor- 
ly, what shall we say of the women 
who have trained them? We have 
made tlie men what they are. Our 
need today is not more voters, but bet- 
ter voters, and if the men have failed, 
it Is because woman has neglected 
her part in training them to ideals of 
righteousness which shall be translat- 
ed at the polls Into votes for candidates 
who stand for that which Is true and 
clean in public life.
